QPEAKING for the British government Lord 
•3 
Cuiv.on in a formal note, tells Germany 


why England does not endorse its latest repa- 
ration? proposal. 
While he does not go into 


figures, Lord Curxon points out that the amount 
offerer! by Germany is too small to suggest 
good faith,'and urges that it make a more sub- 
stantial offer in order to afford at least a basis 
of di?cu?sion. 


This latest offer of Germany proposed a 


total gold payment of 57,500,000,000, condi- 
tional upon the floating of German bonds in 
foreign countries, and in the event of failure a 
resubmission of the question to an internation- 
al commission puch as Secretary Hughes re- 
cently suggested. 


Big features all look big. and very much 


alike. 
Perhaps many of us have not fully in 


mind all the figures that have been dealt with 
in this matter, or the wide variation between 
early and later rums that have been discussed, 
for the data we are indebted to the Literary 
Digest. 


At the Versailles conference Germany of- 


fered 524.000,000.000, more than three times her 
present offer. 
The figure set by the supreme 


council based upnn the Versailles treaty was 
S5fi.00fi.0fin.000. which the supreme council re- 
duced to So".000.000,000 in 1921. In 1921 Ger- 
many reducer! its offer to 512,500,000,000, and 
last December again reduced it to the figure of- 
fered just prior to May 1, 57,500,000,000. It 
will be observed that the sum now 
offered, 


which is less than equal to one-third of the 
original.German offer, is less than one-seventh 
of the original demand. 


In order to understand the French frame 


of mind one may have access to the fact that 
France has already spent of her own needs 
nearly 59.000.000,000 in the task of restoring 
French territory devastated by Germany, and 
which Germany agreed to rehabilitate at its 
own expense. 
In other words, in the 
mere 


patching up of damage^ done in French areas 
by Germany, the French government has paid 
more than the entire amount now offeredv by 
Germany by way of reparations. 


The world wants this matter 
adjusted. 


Until it is adjusted, hardship and distress will 
be experienced in every country. 
Failure of 


settlement is planting further seeds of warfare. 
Shortage of markets for American farm pro- 
ducts and American raw materials furnishes an 
example of how it comes home to us. 
But it 


stands to reason that the world will prefer to 
go on suffering until Germany shall have ma*de 
a reasonable proposal of settlement. The mo- 
ment Germany does make such a proposal, she 
will be solidly backed by world opinion, be- 
cause the world lias eggs in the "basket that car- 
ries those of France and Germany. There is well 
substantiated opinion that, as a compromise 
between the moral obligation of Germany and 
her reasonable ability to pay. $15,000,000,000 
in gold would constitute a practical sound set- 
tlement. 
Germany, banking on the 
world's 


selfish interests, and playing for world support, 
must awaken to the fact that the aid which she 
seek? will never come until she displays a. sin- 
cere purpose to effectuate a permanent treaty. 


A Cross Section 


"MEW Greco-Turkish war looms" say 
the 


* headlines. It is all about an indemnity de- 


manded by Turkey from the Greeks, as a result 
of the Greek defeat ending in the Smyrna de- 
bacle. 
Greeee declares she will fight rather 


than pay an indemnity, despite the custom of 
a lawless "civilization" which decrees that the 
defeated must pay the victor. It is an interest- 
ing complication. Turkey feels with some jus- 
tice that the Greeks invaded and pillaged their 
country without just cause. 
The Greeks feel 


that they were deserter! and betrayed by the 
powers that egged them into the misadventure, 
find that they should not be required to add an 
indemnity to the staggering losses 
already 


suffered. One can see the logic with which each 
nation defends its point of view. 


The war in the Smyrna hinterland was 


made in London and Paris. 
France backed 


Turkey, England backed Greece, playing upon 
thp passions and prejudices and ambitions of 
^Athens and Angora. The two belligerents were 


catspaws with which each of the bigger powers 
sought to euchre the other out of mineral, oil 
and railway concessions in Turkey. Were there 
perfect justice obtainable, both Greece 
and 


Turkey should receive indemnities from France 
and England. It is all a sample of the complex 
of greeds and stratagems whereby world di- 
plomacy seeks to ride the troubled sea of inter- 
national anarchy, and the inevitably resultant 
disaster and misery. 


It started with a treaty, no sooner made 


than discarded by the powers in the effort of 
'each to get for itself more than the treaty pro- 
vided. 
Perhaps it was a bad. treaty, as the 


Turks claim. In any event the actual outcome 
was bad, not only for Turkey and Greece, but 
also for France and England. What the world 
needs is some sort of organization, some sort 
of law and enforcement of law, which shall 
base judgment on the facts, and deal justly. 
Every civilized country has some system which 
achieves this for its citizens, in. the main. 
To 


do it is a task well within the scope of human 
ability. That the doctrines of justice are not 
extended to international affairs is a tribute 
to cowardice, selfishness and prejudice. Some 
combination of these inglorious traits is at the 
bottom of all opposition to the movement for 
a world court and a league of nations.

losses and unemployment on the down-turn. 


Stability and a steady level of prosperity 


can be had to a large degree if we will set our 
minds to the problem of dealing with the recog- 
nized factors which cause booms and panics. 
Indeed, we need little machinery that is not 
now at hand. The important thing is to tackle 
the matter with a concerted effort of all classes; 
and leadership should come, as in this council 
of builders at New York.,from those who con- 
trol the sinews and direct the operations of 
industry.
